TOPEKA LETTEE. 
TOI-EKA, KAJSSAS, Oct. 15, '77. 


EDITOH GAZETTE :—On Llie wall facing tlie 


grand aiaiiway leading to Ihe Senate Chamber 
in tlie Capitol at Washington, is a magnificent 
painting lepresenting an immigrant train in the 
Kotky Mountains; over it are lliose well known 
words of 13'isliop lieikloy, " Westward Llie Star 
of Empire takes its way ;"—while at Hie head- 
quarters of Llie Kansas-Pacific Railway, al Kan- 
sas City, a d.iy or two since, 1 saw tlie same in- 
sciipLion encircling the smiled head of a btillklo; 
and while following the "star of empire" a few 
horns later, my thoughts reverted to tlie scene 
poitiaycd on the Capitol walls. Almost Invol- 
untarily 1 exclaimed, "Look on that picture 
and then on tins." Then1, n long line of immi- 
grant wagons diawn by slow-going oxc-n,—lierc, 
a train of splendid coaches howling over tlie 
prairie Unity miles an hour; there, tlie sturdy 
pioncets compelled to cli'ar away the fallen tim- 
ber at almost, every step,—here, a gieat iron 
highway sti'etcliiiig to the very stilt' on the Pa- 
cific Slope. In tins wondeiful West, where 
tei i'ltories have so recently become States, 'a'nd 
great citic-s liave sprung up as if by magic, one 
has recourse to his scliool-boy geography in 
vain. Doubtless many a westwaid traveler has 
been someuhat snrpiised when he learned that 
Kansas Cil> is not a Kansas city at all. One- 
Iralf of the train which I entered at that place 
was In Misbonii—the depot being on the veiy 
boundaiy line. 
A few [evolutions of tlie 


wheels, aud it was tiaversing the sod of Kan- 
sas—Iho State of which I had heard so much 
and expected more. 
During a brief sojouin at 


Kansas City, I had met many Kansas farmcis 
who Had come down lo sell this year's crop, 
the abundance of wliich seemed almost incied- 
ible to au Eastern matt. I had seen the in- 
coming tiains from the East crowded with' peo- 
ple on their w ay to Kansas; I had conversed 
with many on their return from a prospecting 
tour, who had nothing but the highest praise 
for the joung State, 
Moieover, the great va- 


riety and enormous size of the fiuits and vege- 
lubles 1 had seen in such great quantities in the 
Kansas City markets, seemed to verify the most 
extravagant statements of the adaptability and 
productiveness of her soil. Remembering also 
the astonishing display ot this State at the Cen- 
tennial, and linviug forgotten for the time being 
all about the grasshoppeis, is it imy wonder 
that I had gieat expectations? How neaily 
they w eie reulized n ill be learned from the nar- 
rative of my journey, tlius far. 


A few hundred yards fiom the Kansas City 


depot the train crosses the Kansas or " Kaw " 
liver.—i like the latter name better; it is sug- 
;estive of Indians, and all that,—and a short 
distance beyond beats shaiply tu the West, 
while at the same point another road (the JIls- 
soini-I'acific,) diveiges to the north-cast, arc! 
follows the Missouli river (Big Muddy) to 
Leaicmvoith and Atcldson. For some miles 
west of Kansas City tlie line of the Kansas- 
Pacifie is tlitongh '-bottom lands," in which 
weeds and coin seem to have been striving all 
summer lo attain the greatest height, The ad- 
vantage is decidedly with the weeds—and sncli 
weeds,—yon never saw the like in the Rood old 
county of Bucks, Enormous sunfloweis, the 
stalks of which you could tie a horse to without 
Ihe slightest danger of Ins getting aw.iy, grow 
in countless numbers. 
'Ihey spi ing up at the 


ends of the very railioad ties and tower above 
the car-tops. This lank, luxuriant vegetation 
is proof positive of tlie exceeding richness of 
the soil; but one is forced to believe that life 
in Una particular bottom must be one continual 
war with weeds, in which victory is sure to 
pnch at last on an enormous sunflower. 


The suspicion that chills and fever are not 


entirely unknown in this region, is confirmed 
by the'inhabitatits of the few rude houses, who 
coino to the door to gaze at the passing train ; 
their sallow complexion and emaciated forms 
tell of many a wrestle with the "fever and 
ague." As the train speeds on its way, the 
sense of disappointment caused by these first 
few miles of Kansas, gives place to a feehnj of 
keen delight as the eye beholds great coi n-fields 
stietching away for miles on the right, while 
beyond is seen the blufls and knolls of the wide- 
spieading prairie. Enclosing the immense 
fields of yellow corn are Osage orange hedge 
fences of the brightest green, the efiect of 
the contrast being very beautiful when seen 
from a distance. Neat white farm-bouses greet 
the eye, while here and there great herds of 
cattle arc seen fattening on the lich pasture. 


Forty-one miles out from Kansas City, tlie 


train pulls into the depot at Lawrence. 
Who 


could pass that place by without visiting it?— 
You have not loigotten the terrible scenes that 
were enacted here. I leave the tiain to "lay 
over" till the tollowing day. Entering a car- 
riage in waiting, I am driven across a splendid 
bridge spanning tlie Kaw, up into the city, and 
set down at the Luddinglon Honte. I had ex- 
pected to find Lawrence one of those hastily 
constructed inushroon prairie towns—but such 
is not the case; it is a solid, well-built city of 
substantial brick buildings. Us main street 
(Massachusetts) is a bioad, straight thorough- 
fare, with Nicholson pavement, stone side- 
walks, and many flue stores. The business of 
the place is almost exclusively confined to this 
thoioughfare. giving it an exceedingly lively, 
appearance. 
Lawrence is a city of 10,000 in- 


habitants; it is beautifully situated on a high 
prairie, oveilooking many miles of surrounding 
country. When I stioiled off into the residence 
portion, amongst the neat cottages and well- 
kept yaids, 1 could »carcely realize tliat I was 
at the scene of the most brutal, cruel affair of 
the entire war between the North and the 
South. Just at the break of day on the 21st of 
August, 1803, Qnantrel, the gem ilia chief, at 
the head of his band of outlaws and cttt-throats, 
rode into this town, and with savage yells 
aroused the inhabitants liom their slumbers.— 
Then followed a carnival of murder and rapine, 
and fire and outiage, as had never before oc- 
cuned even on tho blood-stained soil of this 
'•bleedingKansas." More than two hundred 
and fitly souls—men, women and children— 
were shot down in cold blood. I have talked 
with several survivors of that terrible scene, 
and heard delaiU that aie too honible lo relate. 
Qnantrel lived here for a short time during the 
bni-dei-riittian dajs; but the better class of 
citizens remeinbei little of him, he being a 
chaiacter without paiticular notoiiely at that 
time. Lawience w.as also the home of the 
famous Jim Lane, he who 1'iom a border-ruf- 
fian and Ja}-hawker, rose to be a United Slates 
Senator. The late Albert D. Richardson, of 
the N. Y. Tribune, resided .near here during 
the Boidcr-Ituflian war, and iu one ot his books 
lying upon the hotel table, 1 find many thrilling 
incidents of those Stirling times, whichoccuned 
in those veiy streets:—one is, tliat the hotel 
standing upon this very spot, was burned to the 
ground by a band of pro-slavery men. But, in 
these better days of reconciliation, why recount 
those deeds? Lawrence"is; the seat of the 
Kansas University—aij institution not quite so 
ancient as Cambridge' 'or? Ojifoul—but more 
ambitions. U is an imposing building, upon a 
commanding sjle. 
Vyi\en £ Wheld it torday, 


fiom a prairie oluu" ai'least six miles away, 
standing out in suph bold relief, all Its outlines 
so cleaily defined in this wonderfully trans- 
paient atmosphere, I could not help indulging 
in visions of its future—in thinking of its con- 
dition when this great Slate, whose territory is 
larger than all of Sow Knjlantf, shall have be- 
come densely populated. It, does require a 
wonderful stpetpb of tbfe imagination to sur- 
round a bran new' University, ont West, with 
classic shades!

It was with feelings of sadness'that I bade 


adieu, to the really beautiful city^ of Lawiejice. 
I lingered upon the 'rear platform of tfie train, 
till the spires aud the great University laded 
flora sight, as we were borne around a bend of 
the ever-winding Kaw. 
The country now en- 


gaged my attention j it was< such as-to delight 
the eye. Pretty frame farm-houses, surrounded 
by thrifty young poplar trees,' straight as arrows 
and green 'as emeralds, were upon either hand, 
while the evergreen hedge feuce lined the road- 
sides and' bounded tbe corti-fields. 'If I was 
pleased witb Lawrence, what shall I -say of 
Topeka—the beautiful capital city of Kansas ? 
Sitting beie to-night, in one of her fine hotels, 
1 lealize as never before, that,'' Westward the 
Star,of. Empire takes its' tfay:" " A:C. D,

The season has begun in Boston, and by 


"the season" 1 mean tlie re-opening of the 
churches and the lecture and concert halls. 
The people of Boston are a leclure-loving poo- 
pie. They will go and hear more lectures and 
discuss them more earnestly than any other 
people of any other city in America. Even the 
sermons muse be moie like Iodines than the 
old-fashioned expostulations of Gospel truths, 
if they succeed in drawing large congregations. 
Bostonians arc always hungering and Ihiisting 
after intellectual food. Spiritual food is desira- 
ble, hut it roust be spiced and seasoned with 
new and ingenious forms of thought or tho av- 
nige Bosloniati will pass it by as mint for his 


educated palate. 
Nothing short of the best, 


the deepest, the most intricate method of 
thought satisfies the Boston intellect. In art 
and music, as well as iu letteis and oratory, 
there is a craving for those tilings that are call- 
id " high toned." 


The latest and most remarkable outcome of 


this pieviiiling public sentiment is tbe Hev. Jo- 
seph (Jook. It is the fashion to go aud heir 
liini, .Mill praise what ho says, and applaud his 
metaphysical contoriions and become enthusi- 
astic over his theological haziness, lie is not 
understood by a lenth part of his admhers, but 
that makes no diU'eieuce—no typical Bostonian 
xpecls to understand Urn half of what he ad- 


mires, though lie pretends to understand much 
more than double what ho hears. The other 
day I.clipied out a paragraph from one of Jos. 
Cook's lectures, and submitted it, one by one, 
to some halt'a score of his most intelligent and 
enthusiastic admireis. It was a paragraph 
which, for its meaning, was not in the least de- 
pendent upon the context. 1 asked, as I read 
t to one after another, " Could you have imag- 
ined Wendell Phillips to have said this thing? " 
sometimes substituting another name fur that 
of the " silver-tongued orator." Nobody recog- 
nized the puiagr,i|)h, and all pionotinced it 


twaddle," or "a mere suing of words," or 


made some equally pungent expression of con- 
tempt. Then I had my triumph -for I had 
veiitied my previously expressed belief that 
many of those who heard Cook oftenest and 
admired him most, could not get below the sur- 
fuce of his marvellous flow of words. 


Yet I like to hear Cook speak. It is n grand 


sight to see him iu the agonies of language, and 
everybody hanging upon bis utteiance as if be 
were in an agony of thought. 
The magnetism 


of the man is remarkable, lie tells you with 
.he flash of his eye and the flinging about of 
ils arms, when he is leading you up to the point 
)f applause—and you do applaud in spite of 
youiself. Then you stand in mule wonder at 
.he adroitness uith which the man makes com- 
plex the simplest truths. It takes an entire 
course of lectures, involving a perfect torrent of 
netaphysics, metaphois, quotations and argu- 
ment, to prove that man sinned through Adam 
and was redeemed through Christ. Considcr- 
ng that most of his audience believe this al- 
ready, it is perhaps a waste of forca, but it ac- 
complishes one thing—it sets Joseph Cook up 
in the foremost ranks of America's " smart" 
men, and furnishes lo Uostonlans a pleasant 
hour's entertainment each week. 


Many who read what I have said of Joseph 


Jook will at once set me down as having a very 
low order of intellect. 1'erhaps I have; but I 
can't understand all that the man says—not 
even half of it. Yet 1 know enough to know 
Jjat he is a very leained man—especially iearn- 
d in the technology of philosophy—and that 
his manner is so intense and earnest tliat he 
makes many a man commit himself to his high- 
ly embroidered orthography, who would other- 
wise be all adrift in his theology. Men who 
ought to know, say that Joseph Cook is a pro- 
found thinker—and I believe them—but I have 
heard profound thinkers who made. their 
thoughts as plain as daylight, and I have al- 
ways considered that the highest truths needed 
no props of diffuse orotory or deft argument to 
make them clear and forcible. 


In very strong contrast to Joseph Cook is a 


man equally dear to Bostonlans—the Rev. W. 
H. H. Murray—preacher, lecturer, stock-breed- 
er, editor, fisherman, hunter and story-writer. 
Murray is a man that men can understand. 
There is no nonsense or humbug about him. 
lie does everything that he undertakes in a 
cool, systematic, honest fashion, that wins him 
hosts of friends. 
Every Sunday he preaches in 


the Music Uall, the largest hall in Boston, to an 


udience that fills every square foot of space. 
Ete stands up before tnat audience as a typical 
specimen of the New Englander of the nine- 
teenth century. When he came across the way 
from the Park Street Church, he left, all the 
musty old saws of that dear musty old laud- 
mark behind him, and some of tho people of 
" Old Park Street" are still rubbing their eyes 
with astonishment, because a goodly portion 
of the congregation followed him. His sermons 
are of the simplest kind, and so practical in 
their application, that they fall naturally upon 
the empty spots of people's need. He preaches 
to lawyers and bankers and merchants aud 
mechanics—not to real or pretended metaphy- 
sicians. He aims to enlighten the masses, and 
lets tVe theologians take care of themselves. 
He is in no sense a theological acrobat, turning 
And twisting liis thought into fantastic and com- 
plex forms, but a strong man preaching to men 
only less strong than himself. He says:" Here 
is'tbe Bible; let's study it together." Quite a 
different method from that pursued by many of 
(he Boston preachers, who say in effect: " Here 
is the Bible, I'll explain it to you.". The ser- 


T'CO at the Music Hall, very properly called on 
Sundays " Tho Now England Church," is ex- 
tromely attractive, and no church service has a 
right to bo otherwise. The best musical talent 
is brought Inlo God's service, and the element 
of praise llnds its pi oner place Ihiotigli tho ser- 
vice that precedes the congregation. People 
say it Is merely a concert. Perhaps It is, but I 
don't know why n concert cannot be given to 
thcgloiy of God as well as a sermon pix-ached 
to his glory. With all the [larfbctlou of the mu- 
sical features, I am convinced that they arc nof 
Iho chief attractions. People go to hear Mur- 
ray. 
It Is the man's Intense personality that 


draws—and Iho secret of his magnetism Is In 
his honesty, his plainness of utterance, Ms sim- 
ple reverence-. Ho speaks as one who Uuds 
grneo in tho words he utters. Ills manner In 
Indescribable, it is not oratorical—it Is not 
conversational—but strikes a happy mean be- 
tween tho two. 
His sermons do vjot abound 


In illustrations; his truths aie loo simple to 
need them. Ho leaves his atnllenco with no 
knotty questions In their minds. He is unlike 
that clergyman the points of whoso sermoui 
wore nil snags. Indeed, 1 don't think ho ever 
labors lo make points, but alms to have hit 
sermons clenr, ever-flowing rivers of simple 
truths that carry conviction on the surface. I 
could never understand ths secret of his suc- 
cess as a preacher, until I learned the other day 
that in the preparation of his sermons he studies 
no book hut the Bible. 


When 1 bogan this letter I did not Intend to 


make it a series of pulpit sketches, but having 
drifted into that stream, I may as well go on 
and speak of another of Boston's favorite min- 
isters—the Hcv. Phillips Brooks. The rector 
of Trinity, HS prosperous and well-rounded a 
man as ever basked in the smiles of c rich con- 
gregation,'is a man lo be hoard by every pilgrim 
to the American Athens. lie preaches in tho 
finest chinch In Boston—a church where tkn 
odor of respectability ts mingled with the odor 
cf sunclil). He is a man eminently filled lo 
preach lo the poor, and yet 1 Ihlok there Is no 
^overly In his congregation, unless it lie pover- 
ty of spirit. Tim people ono sees at Trinity 
are rich and respectable. 
Tho very saints that 


are painted on tin) walls have a sell'-sntlslieil, 
well-hied, aristocratic ah llial harmo.ii/.es wllh 
the prevailing spirit in the congregation. 
Yet 


Phillips Brooks preaches to his people as if they 
worn poor people. That Is one secret of his 
success. Rich people always like poor people's 
6cnnoii3. They netor do liku to have the 
camel-and-eye-of-the-ncedlo dlfliculty brought 
foicibly before I hem. 
That is a pnrt of the 


Gospel that always goes best in tlie chapels of 
the poor. 
Phillips Brooks knows his people 


well. lie manages liis flock admirably. 
Mr. 


Biooks has accomplished a colossal work al- 
ready. 1 he seciet of his success Is his enthu- 
siasm, nud his untiring energy and persever- 
ance. Ho never spares himself. Ho never con- 
fines himself in his work to thn narrow circle 
of his churchmanship. His will Is a torrent 
that carries everything before It. His manner 
of preaching Is like his method of work. .Sit 
down Iu one of the well-cushioned paws of 
Trinity Church, and watch the man carefully. 
He is a study that will repay you. 
Ha enters 


the chancel hastily and begins at once. The 
service is something lobe gotten through with, 
and there Is no time to ho lost. You have 
hardly time to wonder how so big a man moves 
about with such ease, befom you hear him say- 
Ing in a rapid, not hurried tone, "Tho Ixird is 
in his holy temple; let all the earth keep silence 
before 1dm." 
Then there Is no more silencu. 


He reads with a degree of lapldlly Uiat requhcn 
the closest attention to follow. He fairly gasps 
for breath at tho cud of tho sentences. H« 
casts a glance at the book at the beginning of 
each clause of a prayer, and then with a q lick 
motion of his head, casts his eyes to hi'a\rn 
while lie repeats tlio balance of the petition. 
The motion would be ridiculous but Hint you 
know how Rood and reverent the nun is in 
spiiit. A fiiend of mine aptly likened lili rend- 
ing to the action of a hen in diinking. Stran- 
gers who see him for the first time smile, and 
then aiti ashamed of doing so. 


The service—iu which there is always moie 


or Jess good siuging—once through, the sermon 
begins. The text is given out, and then follows 
such a flow of thought, such a wealth of grace- 
ful illustration, such a careful and thoughtful 
consideiation of tlic suhject, that one listens 
spell-bound. No stenographer can follow the 
preachci—he speaks far too rapidly. He never 
pauses fur a word, and his words are always 
most fitting and beautiful. There is a fascina- 
tion about the man and his manner that ii 
wholly irresistible, and onco having heard him 
you ate his admirer forever. Once having lis- 
tened to a sermon by Kev. Phillip:! Brooks, his 
success is no longer an enigma, lie leaves no 
loose ends in his pleaching. He puts his whole 
soul into his seimons, and the characteilstlcs 
that mark his sermons he takes into his palish 
work. Ho does everything honestly, thorough- 
ly, and so rapidly that the slow-goers and dead- 
weights have no opportunity to block his 
wheels. It. was a blesslnc to Boston—Aye, n 
blessing to the American Episcopal Church— 
u hen Phillips Brooks came to Boston: for he 
took the old-fogyisra that has been like the Old 
Man of the Sea upon the shouldcis of Trinity 
Pai ish, and made it a hobby-horse, upon which 
he has ridden to success.

How TIIK POPE WAS EDKCTED.—It was only 


by a mishap that Cardinal Muslai-Fentui at- 
tained Ihe triple crown at all. 
The popular 


candidate was Cardinal Gizzi, aud the jnost 
powerful man in the college lt£0!f was Cardi- 
nal Lambruschlnl. Maslai-Pcrrelli was only 
one of a ciowd, and in the first ballot he hardly 
seemed to bo iu the running. Lainbruschini 
had Ihe highest number of voles, aiid every- 
thing seemed lo mark him out as tire futnie 
Pope. 
But there's many a slip 'twixt the cup 


and Ihe lip, even in a conclave : and the Ital- 
ians have a provcib that, Iu these contests, the 
favorite never wins. He did not in this case. 
In the second and third ballot Mastia-Fcrretti 
came more and more distinctly lo the front, 
Gizzi disappeared from Ihe lists, and Larubrus- 
cliini fell hopelessly Into the rear. Bat ifLam- 
bruscblni could only have kept open the con- 
clave a few hours longer he might haw dis- 
placed his lival and perhaps have.tlie tiara upon 
his own brows, or, if not there, inis'.il at least 
bave placed it upon the brows of ha fiiend 
Franzoni; for llastai-Ferretti was in bad odor 
witli tlie Court of Austria on account of hit 
sympathy with the national party of Italy, 
and when the ballot that made him Pope was 
taken, the Austrian Plenipotentiary was on his 
way from Vienna with a a veto in his pocket 
against the Archbishop of Iinoia, and with Car- 
dinals enough in his train -to turn the scale iu 
favor ol the Genoese Cardinal. The veto ar- 
rived a few hours too late, and the lagging Car- 
dinals entering the Holy City the day after the 
fair, found Ihe Romans shooting vivas in honor 
of a sovereign whose name they hardly knew 
bow to pronounce. .

liit'd haul to (winluce the country that the 
"revival of tradu" is meiely a inIrago of des- 
pairing business men, who see in each flutter of 
a stiaw the approach ofa gale; but certain it is 
that in this city the era of prospciIty is rapidly 
dawning. Onleis from all parts of the country 
have been ccmin,- in steadily, and many ofoiir 
wholesale house? have increased their working 
force to ante-panic numbers, while others are 
doing a larger business than ever before. The 
chief practical difference between flush times 
and the piesent h, that sales aie made in smaller 
quantities and on closer margins, but then the 
traiitactinns are :>n a cash basis, and losses by 
bad debts are comparatively few. The want of 
confidence, which so long retarded a natural re- 
tuin to prosperity, is fast disappearing, and a 
season of unexampled activity is generally pre- 
dicted for the spi ing of 1878.

One of 
the two addresses delivered wua lather mote 
Democratic than 1 ^public,in in Its tendencies, 
and altogether the affair was a fizzlo. But 1 do 
not suppose the Democrats would have faied 
any better If they had tried to lally, for they 
would have met about the same difficulty in 
arousing enthusiasm,and would have farther 
been unable to fill the hall, since they have not 
so many dependents on whom they could call 
when an audience was wauled.

Dearly three years ago the same man, while on 
his run to the East, killed an ex-conductor who 
had sought to rob the car. Price had a des- 
perate Bght with the man, and received a bullet 
wound in bis shoulder which invalided him for 
some lime. The Express Company was grate- 
ful, and showed it by giving him $1,000 in gold 
and a leave of absence until he was cured. He 
has been in the Company's employ ever since, 
an honest and trusted servant. But tbe man in 
spite of his bravery must have been absolutely 
dishonest, and have deemed his good name 
valuable chiefly because it secured birn immu- 
nity from suspicion. For some time back pack- 
ages have beeu missing on the route between 
here and Pittsburg, but nobody thought of sus- 
pecting Price. Marked packages were resorted 
to, and were put in the way ot all the other em- 
ployes, who refused the bait. Finally as & sort 
of last resort, hut with no idea It would amount 
to anything, Price also was tried, and was 
caught in the act of lobbery. The discovery 
was a very painful one to the officers of tbe 
Company, who had put suc'h absolute' confi- 
dence In his honesty. It appears from hi* state- 
ment that the money given him led him" into 
temptation.

and took lo stealing lo make up the lentainder 
of the purchase money. 


The job of gathering up the relics ol the

Still f'mther foigetful ofthe land of his nativity 
and its alinund eyed,small-footed daughter's, he 
full in love with a girl of Arrer lean birth, named 
Celia, anil after a long cjuitship was able to win 
her promise that she would man j him. All the 
arrangements were made for the wedding day. 
He bought her a watch and a wedding ring, and 
she hat] all her clothes hi readiness.

fore the one set for the ceremony she disap- 
peared, but not alone, the ring, watch and rai- 
ment 
went with her. 
Then sorrow came 


in a black tide oier the hcait of the Mongolian. 
He did not shrug his shoulders, aud resign him-

bia: 
In Saraton the inhabitants collect the 


larva of tlie rose beetle (cetonfa awataj which 
are chiefly found In the wood ants* nests. The 
grubs are gathered in the spring, placed in 
earth, and tlieir change or metamorphosis 
watched for. When this takes place, they kill 
the beetles and dry them. The powdered in- 
sect must be kept in hermetically sealed bottles, 
or the dried beetles may be kept in sealed pots 
and reduced to powder .when wanted. Three 
beetles, powdered, is considered a dose for an 
adult, give,, immediately after lhe bite. One 
for a child'and five for an adult in which the 
disease has declared itsrlf, 
The effect Is to 


produce a long sleep, which must not he inter- 
rupted. 
The bite ia also treated surgically. 


The beetles caught on flowets are iiot so bene- 
ficial ; they must be secured in the larva stage, 
and killed directly after they attain the image. 
Some of the Russians give their dogs occasion- 
ally half a beetle as-a preventive.

and mark It as a place of wealth and entcr- 
prl»c. From Hie cupola of tbe University the 
i low Ii both extensive and animating ; ami 
through the kindnees of Ihe President wo wcro 
allowed Ihe - j.rrvllege of enjoying it. 
Among 


the many other public buildings that we have 
visited, Is the Parliament House. The scr- 
gcant-at-arnH showed Us through Ibe.buililing 
and gave us a ticket of admission to the Hull 
for tlie next session of Puiliaiucnt, winch meets 
next December; but as we will not remain 
heie that long, the ticket will he of no value 
except ai a memento. Ojgood llall, a Cana- 
dian court, and the Normal School Museum, 
have received visits fiom n», and at the latter 
pl«c« wo were ra'tich Interested In tbe paint- 
iugi and Jtaluary of scenes relating to the 
time of our own rebellion. One was a council 
of war—Lincoln In a silting position reading a 
report, with (ion.

"Goingdown the St. Lawrence,Toronto was 


left behind us on Thursday the 4lh inst. It 
wa§ seven o'clock in the evening when the 
•teamboat Coiinlhlan, which was to take, us to 
Montreal, started from ils whaif with ns fine a 
captain a« ever sailed down ihi? St. Lawrence. 
A heaty gale had put the boat about five hours 
belilhd time, and timo once lost could not be 
made up—on tbe contrary, wo continued to 
lose; some landings were made along the lake 
throngh Ihe night, and at 11.30 Friday morning 
we reached Kingston, at the foot of Lake On- 
tario and at tho source ol tlie St. Laurence 
rirer.'abont ilOO miles above Montreal. 
\Ve 


•lopped here and took on board about Inn cords 
of wood for fuel, as Iho boats on llie-St. Law- 
rence ute no coal; and at 2.10 P. M. we again 
proceeded on our journey. Ten miles below 
Kingston tho run through the thousand islands 
U comnwneoil, and by the time we have passed 
them we find that two hours have elapsed. 
Al 


nine o'clock P. M. we arrived at Prescolt, and 
Ihe Gallop rapids being six miles below, we 
svere detained until 5.30 Saturday morning— 
shortly after which we passed the rapids ie- 
ferred to. 
At seven o'clock the Du Platto 


rapids were i«seed. To give the nassengers an 
opportunity of seeing the Long Saull lapids, 
the captain at eight o'clock ordered bieskfast 
to be given half an hour later. As we passed 
Ihem the passengers gathered at Ibe bow of Ihe 
boat and on the upper deck, and for nearly a 
mile ,the boat_rolls and plunges, and the water 
comes over the bow, wetting some (,f us. 
We 


could easily imagine lliat we were in (be Gulf 
Slreain in a gale of wind. 
After these rapids 


had been left behind, this captain (old us he 
coiiH run tha rapids below Valley Field with 
the CorintbiiMi, as her draught wan too gieut 
for the shallow rapids (the Cedar, Split Rock, 
Cascade and Laschine,) awUbat he would.tuke 
Ihe canal at Valley Field and go down it to 
Montreal. Great disappointment was caused 
by ibis announcement, as many of the passen- 
gers had come long distances to see tho rapids; 
one lady fiom Indiana, »nolher from England, 
and others from the West and South. 


" A FBKXCH SETTI.EMKMT. 


" The captain advised that we stop at Valley 


Field until Monday, and then lake u smaller 
beat of tbe tame line that runs all Ihe rapids 
below that point. We gladly accept his advice, 
and this Saturday evening, while I am writing 
ibis, we are at a French hotel in a French set- 
HemeDt, wher$ every person, I believe, speaks 
French. Monday morning we took tlie steamer 
liohemian, and came down the Cateaii Du 
Lac, Cedar, Split Rock, Cascade, and last and 
most dangerous, the Lachine lapids, five miles 
above Moutieal, whore ono ot the large steam- 
boats was lost four years ago, tbe passengers 
being saved by the Indians with their canoes. 
Tlie captain of tbe unfortunate boat had been 
nn tb« rher forty years, and now commands 
the Bohemian which brought us down. When 
running tli» tiy(d», four men are stationed lit 
Ihe wheel, anil a fifth one stands nt the bell lo 
give, notice to .the engineer to slacken or in- 
crease.\tbe speed of the boat, according to tlie 
nec*ssitiet of tbe occasion —slacking when 
Hearing the rapids and increasing Hie speed 
when no obstacle is in the way. 


" MONTliEAI,.
